CHICAGO, March 4.—Dr. Henry M. 


Scuddor, son of tlie former pastor ol 
Plymouth, IH under arrest at his fa- 
ther's home, SMI Grand Boulevard, 
charged -with murder. Owing to Dr. 
Bcuddcr'H assertion that he la sick and 
unable to leave his bod he has not been 
removed to the jail, but Is closely 
guarded by officers. 
The warrant on which Dr. Scudder is 


),,.|cl was sworn out by the venerable 
F 11. Dunton, proprietor of the Spirit 
of HIP Turf, pnd tl.o father-in-law ol 
the accused. I n the complaint on which 
the warrant was Issued by Justice 
llrnyton. Wednesday mornlnjt.Mr. Dun 
ton alleges that on Sunday February 
31 Dr. Soudder murdered Mrs. Dunton 
by beating her on tho head with a blunt 
weapon 


Scudder married an adopted daughter 


of Dunton, whoso feeble wife had a for- 
tuno of over 8100,000 in her own right, 
which -ip to a few days before the time 
of her dcnlli she had purposed leaving 
to some blood-relative;., but which at 
tlin last moment as she lay in bed hot 
half-conscious of what sho was doing, 


her husband alleges, she was In- 


duci-il to sign over to Scudder's wife. 
Then one day another physician was 
hastily summoned to her bedside and 
found 
her expiring 
with 
ominous 


wounds In hor head, produced by a fall 
from her chair as sho was sitting up 
OIK- ilny, Scuddor says. 
As Scudder 


wai Hi" last man seen to have spoken 
with hor, and as ho could not satisfac- 
torily account for tho wounds, sus- 
picion fell on him. 


On tho morning of February 9, Dr. 


Scudder, who was a constant visitor at 
the Dunton mansion, was alone with 
Mrs. Dunlon during the temporary ab- 
ROIIPO of tho servant. Mrs. Dunton was 
roelinlnir on » bed in tho back room, 
just rooovorlnir from a dangerous ill- 
ness with which, it Is also claimed, Dr. 
Scudder Is painfully connected. Mrs. 
Dunton uttered a 
piercing scream 


which was hoard all over the house. 
At or about the same moment, a wit- 
ness, whose name Is withheld for the 
present, saw her 
on 
all fouis on 


the 
floor 
and 
Dr. Scudder strlk 


Ing 
her 
on 
the 
head with some- 


thing lilte a club. Tho witness was In 
fcnr ot the Scudders, and suppressed 
the fact until later. 


When Mrs. Dunton screamed, every 


one In the house ran to the room, the 
first arrival being Mr. Dunton, whom 
Dr. Scudder gently pushed back, insur- 
ing him that ho was too ill to see his 
wife. To the rest of the family, he 
said that Mrs. Dunton had fallen down 
three times and had struck her head 
against the furniture. 
When they ar- 


rived Mrs. Dunton was lying on her 
face, with her head, which wa» near 
tho door, bleeding profusely from sev- 
eral 
wounds. Sho was only partly 


conscious and sniil nothing that was 
intelligible, before sho died. 


Dr. Sciiddcr and others started out 


for physicians, and the first one to ar- 
rive was Dr. Uassett, who lived only 
two doors away. 
When ho saw tho 


condition of the lady, ho ran back 
home for a probe, and as ho went out, 
Dr. Lcavllt came in. 
When Dr. Bas- 


sctt hod returned, they made an ex- 
amination of Mrs. Dunton's scalp, nnd 
found that it had on it five or more 
wounds, which penetrated to tho skull 
bone, if they did not fracture the skull. 
Jt was plain also that they wero made 
downward and forward, on tho top and 
rear ot tho head. Dr. Scudder told the 
other physicians that he was present 
whon Mrs. Dunton fell three times 
agnlnst the furniture, while he was at- 
tempting to hold hor up. Dr. Bassett 
expressed astonishment, as there was 
har.il- anything for her to strike hor 
head against. 
The explanation was not sufficient to 


Dr r.oavitt. To his practiced eye the 
wounds were not such as a casual fall 
woulrl produce. Ho communicated his 
suspicions to the husband of tho dead 
woman 
who recalled circumstances 


connected with the will which sharp- 
ened him in memory and shaped his ac- 
tions later. 


Mrs. 
Dunton lay unconscious until 


3:30 that afternoon, and then died.

Accordingly, three days 
before her death, and while Mr. Dun- 
ton was lying in a comatose state In

Scudder is SO years old, and has an

Pensioning Its Defenders. 


WASHIHGTOM, March 
3.—Assistant 


Secretary Bussey yesterday made an 
Important decision in the pension case 
of Rudolph H. Hanley, of Co. I., Forty- 
seventh Pennsy vama volunteer militia. 


On June 15, 18B4, President Lincoln 


issued his proclamation calling upon 
the executive of the state of Pennsyl- 
vania for 50,000 volunteers to serve for 
the 
period 
of six months, unless 


sooner discharged. In compliance with 
this order the Forty-seventh regiment 
was raised and mustered into the state 
service for ninety days instead of for 
six months, as designated in the call. 
The records of the war department show 
that Manley was mustered In on the 
3nh of June, 1863, and was mustered 
out with his company on August 13, 
1H6S. During this service, the evidence 
on file shows, the soldier 
suffered 


a sunstroke, from which he has never 
recovered. Upon his application he 
was granted a pension of $34 a month, 
but on June 13, 1891, his name was 
dropped from the pension roll upon the 
ground that it had been ascertained 
that the regiment to which he belonged 
was not in the United States service, 
but In the service of the state of Penn- 
sylvania.

WASHISO ro\-, March 4. — Assistant 


Secretary liussey of the interior de- 
partment, who has supervision of the 
work of tho pension bureau, appeared 
before the special pension investigation 
committee yesterday. 
He related the 


ciscumstances of young Raum'sresigna- 
tion on the peremptory demand of Sec- 
retary Noble, and also went over the 
old matter of discharge of employes 
whose pensions had been rerated. 


In the case of the man Engle, who 


was discharged, the secretary said that 
he was tiu-ned out because he was one 
of the re-rated pensioners. He was re- 
instated on the ground that he was not 
responsible for this re-rating. It was 
done during the administration of Mr. 
Tanner. If any charges were made 
against Enjrlc. "they were withdrawn 
as under the civil service rules, he 
could not have been restored, unless 
they were substantially removed. 


At the request of Mr. Enloe, Sec- 


retary Bussv, explained his part in the 
re-rating episode. On Prst coming into 
office, lie found that there was a viola- 
tion of law in the re-rating cases, and 
an investigation followed which showed 
that evil existed. The clerks who filed 
applications for re-rating were not the 
ones to blame, but a few only who had 
the work In charge. 


The discharge of F. A. Itutts, a chief

The insulation coating w.is 
worn off, and the wire rubbed itself into 
a flame among the stock in a show win- 
dow. 
The result was a blaze that would 


no doubt have destroyed the whole build- 
ing had it taken place in the night, when 
no one was about, instead of in the day- 
time. As it was, the fire department re- 
sponded promptly, and tlio store was 
saved, with comparatively slight dam- 
age. But tlie danger to lifo and prop- 
erty from the general use of electricity 
for illuminating purposes is growing 
from year to year. 


In so many homos the convenient 


white incandescent light lias taken tlie 
place of tho yellow, ilaring gas, that the 
peril from bin e wires is growing greater 
from year to year. TLo natural gas 
fires that arc lialilo to spring up in tho 
night and t,ck lire to tlie honso is one 
source of danger and tho electric light 
wire is another. Then thero aro bur- 
glars, sneak thieves and other perils, so 
that rdto,;other tho Pittsbnrg house- 
holder i. .11 the midst of dangers that 
requiie ,i'l !;!•> ingenuity to meet.—Pitta- 
blirg Bulletin. 


Tho Books of 
1801. 


Tho last number of Tho Publishers' 


Circular gives tho usual analytic table 
of books published in England during 
1891. Tho grand total is B,700, made up 
of 
d,42U new 
books and 
1,277 new 


editions. These figures bhow a slight 
decrease on those of tho previous year, a 
larger decrease on those of 1889, and a 
very considerable decrease when com- 
pared with the grand total of 188S, which 
was 6,591. Thero has been no material 
variation of recent 5 ears in tho propor- 
tion of tho several classes, except that 
novels aro still growing steadily. Since 
1880 the total number ot novels (now and 
old) published in a year has increased 
from 580 to 1,216, or more than twofold, 
and miscellaneous (including pamphlets) 
has increased from i}5U to 731, again 
more than twofold. 


On the other hand, arts, sciences and 


illustrated works have decreased from 
479 to only 111, or less than one-fourth; 
and theology has decreased from 975 to 
027. The annual output of poetry seems 
to remain constant at between 100 and 
170 volumes; while tho now editions of 
old poetry, which coino into competition 
with contemporary verse, also remain 
pretty constant between 40 and 71) vol- 
umes. —London Academy.
